MANKATO ADOPTS 


COMMISSION PLAN 


First City in Minnesota to Vote 


on Proposition. 


Mankato, Minn., April 27.—At the 
special election held here for the adop­ 
tion of the proposed c h arter based 
upon th e com m ission 
form of city 
governm ent th ere w ere 969 votes in 
favor of th e ch a rte r and 671 against 
it. 
This gave a m ajo rity of 298 votes, 
this being thirty-one votes m ore th an 
the four-sevenths required by the con­ 
stitution, 
so th a t th e 
new 
c h arter 
voted upon will go into force thirty 
days from date. 
M ankato is th e first city in M inne­ 
sota to adopt the com m ission form of 
city governm ent. 
It is the first city 
in M innesota to which the commission 
form 
of 
municipal governm ent 
Ii a s 
been subm itted. 
T he state legislature 
provided for 
the adoption of the comm ission form 
of governm ent at the last I0o9 regular 
session in St. Paul. 
T he hill was first 
introduced by S enator S. I). W orks of 
M ankato, the city, it was fated, in 
which th e plan was first to be adopt­ 
ed. 
His hill first provided for the 
special elections to he Held in cities 
of tin.1 third class (w ith populations 
betw een IO,IOU and 20,000 in Minne­ 
sota), but 
this hill 
was afterw ards 
am ended by S enator W orks, at the re­ 
quest of s e /oral friends of the com ­ 
mission form, to include every cit} in 
the state. 
The bill provide! that a 
four-sevenths vote would be sullicient 
to carry any city’s new ch arte r which 
included this idea. 
The com m ission form of municipal 
governm ent has been adopted at Mi­ 
not and Mandan in N orth D akota; at 
Y ankton, Pierre and num erous other 
cities in South D akota; at Eau Claire, 
W is.; and has had a severe test ju st 
recently in Des Moines, la., where it 
h as been established in an improved 
form which has proved a model to 
cities all over the United States. 
T he adoption of the “plan” by the 
first M innesota city to consider it will 
be w atched w ith statew ide interest. 
T he contest in M ankato was a very 
spirited 
one, 
but 
friendly 
on 
both 
sides.

At any ra te the future poet and 
novelist spent the first years of his 
life at K vikne, Rom sdal and Molde. 
The call of the pen was in Bjorn- 
son’s blood and he left th e U niversity 
of 
C hristiania 
to en ter 
journalism . 
Even 
before 
this 
he 
had 
written 
sketches and 
reviews of plays. 
In 
1858 appeared his first dram a, “Be­ 
tw een th e B attles.” 
In th e sam e year 
he published his first novel, “Synnov* 
Solbakken.” 
His play m et with the 
success 
generally 
accorded 
an 
un ­ 
know n author, but his novel was wide­ 
ly read. 
It was translated into Eng- 
list by M ary H owitt as “T ruth and 
T rial.” 
One thing his play did for him : 
It 
attracted the attention of th e a te r men 
and in I 8 6 0 he was m ade director of 
the th e a te r in Bergen, a place which 
he held for th ree years. 
F rom 1858 until well down to the 
nineties Bjornson was a prolific writer. 
Poem s, plays and novels cam e with 
rapidity and artistic effect from his 
pen. 
His fam e increased w ith leaps 
and bounds. 
Almost im m ediately he 
w as recognized as the great N orw e­ 
gian author, th e one entirely national 
figure.

for a single sum of $40,000. 
A ltogeth­ 
er Sm ith furnished Kribs $200,000 d u r­ 
ing April and May, 1900. 
W hile the paym ent of th e money 
was adm itted by the defen dan t a tto r­ 
neys, Lind and Leland stand pat on 
th e assertion th a t Smith did not know 
he was purchasing lands being ac­ 
quired from the governm ent as a re­ 
sult of conspiracy betw een S. A. D 
P u te r and H orace McKinley.

H e was hi ought back to Pine City 
by C ashier I>. Greeley of th e Pine City 
S tate hank. 
Mr. Greeley left here 
S aturday on inform ation put in ilia 
possession, going to Parksville, Mo., 
ten miles north of K ansas City, w here 
he found th e object of his trip on a 
farm three miles in the country. 
Mr. 
W harton was staying at the hom e of 
friends. 
H e had gone there to settle 
the estate of a dead brother, it is said. 
H e returned peaceably. 
Mr. W harton 's alleged peculations 
date hack to 1904, although most of 
the questioned w arran ts d ate within 
th e past tw o or three years. 
His al­ 
leged crim es were unsuspected until 
an incident in the First S tate hank of 
Pine City last week. 
Mr. W illiam s of tho Bruno (Minn.) 
school hoard, of which W h arto n was 
for years treasurer, was boasting be- 
fore C ashier Boyle of th e First State 
hank th at tho Bruno district was out 
of debt. 
“ Why, we have about $800 in w ar­ 
ran ts on your district,” said Cashier 
Boyle. 
“The th under you ha v e ?” cried Mr. 
Williams. 
“We have a num ber of Bruno w ar­ 
rants. too," interposed a b anker from 
Rush City. Minn., who happened to be 
in th<> office. 
A bank clerk was then hurried to 
the Pine (Vty State hank to inquire 
about the m atte r and, upon his return, 
still fu rther w arran ts were reported 
to he held by that hank. 
All 
the parties 
to th e revelation 
pushed th e ir inquiries am ong the dif­ 
ferent hanks of Pine county until the 
following named hanks w ere also dis­ 
covered to be affected:

POLICY 
OF 
CONSERVATION 


M a y Be Extended to Indian R e se r va ­ 


tions. 
W ashington, April 27.—T he policy 
of conservation will he extended to 
Indian reservations, if a hill reported 
to th e house by the com m ittee on 
Indian affairs by R epresentative Burke 
of South D akota is enacted into law. 
Th© hill not only provides for the con­ 
servation of w ater power sites on In­ 
dian reservations, but it contains a 
nu m b er of provisions safeguarding the 
property rights of the Indians. 
It also 
; m akes certain changes in the law gov­ 
erning allotm ents and authorizes the 
; leasing of m ineral hearing lands em ­ 
braced in Indian reservations. 
One provision of the bill has a b ear­ 
ing on Indian heirs. 
U nder th e Burke 
I law passed a few years ago it was 
provided th a t the secretary of th e in­ 
terior should determ ine th e heirs of 
deceased Indians. 
The language of 
th e law' is am biguous on this point 
and has resulted in litigation in the 
courts. 
T he hill ju st reported m akes 
it clear that the secretary of th e in­ 
terior shall 
determ ine Indian 
heirs 
w ithout recourse to th e courts. 
T he 
bill fu rther provides th a t during the 
tru st period an Indian m ay will his 
•state, a right th a t is now denied him.

Colonel Roosevelt journeyed to Issy 
lea Moulineaux as th e gu est of th e 
Academy of Sports. 
T here a large 
crowd had gathered, including cabinet 
m inisters and noted aviators. 
U nfor­ 
tunately a strong wind w as blowing 
and it seem ed as though th e prom ised 
flight would have to be abandoned. 
Not 
wishing 
to disappoint Colonel 
Roosevelt, Dubonnet volunteered to go 
up in the face of the gale. 
H e had 
recently m ade 
a 
sensational 
flight 
over Baris and it was thought if any 
one could give a good account of h im ­ 
self th at one was Dubonnet. 
The form er president was deeply 
interested in every detail of the s ta rt 
and he pressed forw ard as th e m a ­ 
chine left the ground.
